EXI-X U I IVE ORDER NO. 1074 


rO THE SEC IlEl ARV OF STA I E 
STATE OF .MISSFSSFPFl: 

WHEREAS, Three (3) C'onsliliitionul Initialives proposed Anieiulmenis lo die 
Mississippi C'onsliUilion and niel the requirements of the Mississippi Constitution and tlie 
laws of this State lo he plaeed on tlie November 201 1 ballot, as follows: Inilialive ttie 
~ Defiiiitioii of “Person"; Initiative #27 - Voter Identification; and Initiative #31 
Eminent Domain; and 

V\'HERE AS, The Constitution reqniies that the Initiatives “receive a majority of 
the votes thereon and not less than forty percent (40%) of the total votes cast at the 
election at which the measure was sulimiited to be approved.” Miss Const Art Is § 
273{7). 

V3'HEREAS, Initiative #27 and Initiative #31 were approved by the electors ol" 
Mississippi in accordance with Mis.s. Const. Ai't. 15. § 273(7); and 

W'HEREAS, Art. 15, § 273 llirther provides that initiatives approved by the 
electors take effect thirty (30) days from the date of the ofllcial declaration of the vote by 
the Secretary ol .State. Mi.ss. Const. Art. 15, § 273(10). The Secretary of State certified 
the November S, 201 I election re.sulls on December S, 201 I; and 

W IIEliEAS, Unlike Initiative #26, which failed lo pass the electorate. Initiative 
#27 and lnitiati\’e #3 1 were both silent as to where the proposed Amendmcnc.s to the 
.Mi.ssis.sippi Constitution wmdd be placed; [liitherniorc, the Mississippi Constitution, as 
well as statutory law, is silent a.s to who has the administrative and/or ministerial 
authority to insert the initiatives of the people of Mississippi, passed by (lie eleetorate, as 
part of the Constitution; and 

WHERE.'VS, .Arlicie 5, § 123 of tlie Mi.ssissi[ipi Constitution grants the (jovernor 
of the State tif Mississippi the authority to “see that the laws are tailld'iilly e.xccuted”; and 

W'HEREAS. Seelion 7-1-5 of the Missis.sippi Code .Annotateti seta forth the 
pow'ers ol the (lovemor of die State of Mississippi, inckidiiig, but not limited lo. serving 
as die supreme executive officer of the State, seeing tiiat the laws arc faillifully executed, 
aiitl supervising tlie official coiuluct of all executive and ministerial officers; and 

WHEREA.S, in the absence ot constitLiiional and/or staiuuiry provision providing 
otherwise, the Governor has the auibority to provide direction for carrying out all lawful 
atiministi'alive and ministerial functions of state goveniment; and 

NOW', 'ITIEliEFORE, I, Haley Bai'bour, Governor of the Stale of Mississippi, 
under and by virtue of the audioiity vested in me by the Constilutiun and Laws of this 
Stale, do hereby direct the Secretary of Stale C. Delbeil Hosemanii, .Ir., as follows: 

To insert Initiative #31 in the .Mississippi Constitution as .Art. 3, § I 7A, to follow 
.Art. 3, § 17. wliere the eonstitutional requirements for the taking of property for 
public use are located; 

To insert Initiative #27 in tlie Mis.sissippi Constitution a.s .Art. 12, 24‘J.A, lo 

follow Ai't. 12, § 249, wliere the constitutional requirements to vote in the State 
of Missis.sipjii arc located; 



I do authorize and direct you, upon receipt of this Executive Order, to lake notice 
and be governed accordingly.
